First of all, the survey shows that 


today—after nearly five months of 


j European war—about one American 
in every three (34%) is giving some 
thought to what should be flone to 
insure a better peace. Although in- 
dividuals in all walks of life are 
considering post-war solutions, the 
survey shows that most thinking is 
being done by those with the great- 
est amount of education, and by 
those living in the larger cities, 
where newspapers and radio bring 
the largest volume of news and in- 
formation from Europe and the na- 
tion's capital. 


More than 20 million voters, the 


survey indicates, are thus beginning 
to form ideas about what should be 
done when the war ends. Further 
surveys will be conducted from time 
to time by the Institute to chart the 
dimensions and thinking of this 
group of voters. 


Analysis of all the proposals of- 


fered in the Institute survey show 
that no single idea has taken hold 
of American thinking, but opinion 
seems to be forming about two 
principal "clusters" of thought (1) 
some kind of international organi- 
zation in which the member nations 
would surrender a few of their 
claims to national sovereignty, and 
(2) some kind of political, economic 
or moral reform within nations 
themselves or among all nations. 


The survey indicates that about 8 


million voters are considering some 
international organization on the 
League of Nations principle, or 
some extension of that principle. In 
the order of their frequency, these 
suggestions are: a "United States 
of Europe"—the plan put forward 
a decade ago by the French states- 
man Aristide Briand; a "union of 
the democracies," or a-"world un- 
ion." as suggested by Clarence 
Streit in "Union Now," and a reviv- 
ed and strengthened League of Na- 
tions, which many of these voters 
say the United States should join. 
"A United States of Europe" seems 
to have the greatest appeal of any 


single proposal among the voters at 
the present time. 


Another large group, represent- 


ing about 8J million voters, suggest 
such moral, political or- economic 
reforms as the following: a better 
understanding among nations, bas- 
ed on principles of tolerance and 
Christianity; getting rid of dicta- 
torships 
in 
Germany and else- 


where and substituting govern- 
ments "where the people would 
have more voice." and economic 
readjustments such as the better 
division 
of world resources, re- 


moval of trade barriers and the 
sharing of colonies. 


Although the vast majority of 


Americans blame 
Germany and 


Adolf Hitler for the present war, 
few Americans at this time would 
propose dismemberment of Ger- 
many as a permanent peace solu- 
tion, the survey shows. The sug- 
gestion does, of course, occur. The 
idea is variously expressed: "Divide 
Germany up among the other na- 
tions of Europe;" "split Germany 
into small states so it could never 
rise to threaten the peace of the 
world again" and "make Germany 
disarm and never allow her to re- 
arm." 


But the survey indicates that less 


than 2 million hold these opinions 
at the present time. 


Other programs 
with support 


among rank-and-file Americans arc. 
in order of mention: (1) "complete 
disarmament" or "sincere disarma- 
ment;" (2) "a new attempt to create 
a World Court;" (3) "a fairer peace, 
settlement than was made at Ver- 
sailles." including: a recognition of 


the rights of small countries; (4) a 
strong and permanent "military al- 
liance 
between 'England 
and 


France," with some voters occasion- 
ally including the United States in 
the proposal; and (5) re-division of 
Europe "into a few big countries 
that would absorb the smaller 
ones." 


The survey did not attempt to 


discover whether any of these gen- 
eral proposals would have the sup- 
port 
of a majority of American 


voters or not 
Hence the survey 


is only a picture of what American 
citizens have in their minds at 
this time, and future surveys will 
indicate 
whether 
the 
picture 


changes significantly in the days 
ahead. 


Many of those interviewed In 


the survey were pessimistic about 
the chances of any lasting peace 
in Europe whatsoever. 
A typical 


statement of this point of view is 
the comment of an upstate New 
York voter: " 


"There'll be another peace con- 


ference with a lot of great and 
well-intentioned men in charge, 
but it won't do any good. Within 
a few years the whole thing will 
have to be done over again." 


A substantial number said that, 


"whatever else happens, the Uni- 
ted States, ought to mind its own 
business and let Europe solve its 
own problems." 


How the passing weeks will 


change American public opinion is 
impossible to predict, but here is a 
cross-section of American thinking 
as the war enters its sixth month.

State Medical society states in set- 
ting forth the advances made in the 
treatment of pneumonia during the 
last 100 years. 


•Pneumonia has become a disease 


which can be rapidly diagnosed, in 
which the comfort of the patient has 
been improved and for which spe- 
cific treatments have been created 
which increase the patient's chances 
and shorten the average duration 
of the disability. 


"The management of pneumonia 


has its full value only when initiat- 
ed early in the disease. Advantages 
of modern treatment decrease rap- 
idly, if that treatment is delayed It 
must not be delayed. 


"A hundred years ago. pneumonia 


was diagnosed by the history and 
the rusty appearance of the sputum. 
Then came the physical signs re- 
vealed by 
percussion and 
the 


stethoscope. 
Forty years ago we 


began to examine 
the blood and 


stain sputum. Twenty years ago we 
began to learn about types of pneu- 
mococci and later, to 
use serum 


treatment. Less than ten years ago 
chemical treatments appeared Un- 
til serum treatment was created, 
there was no great change in the 
handling of pneumonia. More cor- 
rectly, there was no treatment for 
the disease itself, but the patient 


was sustained and comforted in the 
hope he would produce enough of 
his own antibodies to defeat the dis- 
ease. 


• Rest, Quite Important 


"In treating 
pneumonia today 


through the use of oxygen, serum 
and specific drugs, the strength of 
the patient himself must not be 
neglected. Rest and quiet must be 
maintained; nursing must be con- 
tinuous and intelligent; 
nourish- 


ment, vitamins, salts 
and fluids 


must be supplied. But all these de- 
tails are the responsibility of the 
doctor, the nurse and the dietitian. 


"The question of specific treat- 


ment: that is. whether to use serum 
or one of the new drugs like sul- 
fapyridinc or a combination of both 
treatments is a problem which must 
be solved in each particular case by 
the physician himself. The deciding 
factors are type of organism, the 
result of blood culture, the degree 
of lung involvement and the con- 
dition of the patient. 


"The one important fact for peo- 


ple to grasp is that the efficiency 
of modern treatment of pneumonia 
is an almost direct proportion to the 
promptness with which that treat- 
ment is instituted. If a person has a 
chill followed by high fever, pain 
in the chest and cough, it is his 
duty to see that the physician has 
the chance to exclude the enemy, 
pneumonia, or to engage battle at 
once on the most favorable terrain 
available to the poticnt."

CREDIT WHERE CREDIT IS DUE 
Most of the 71 counties of Wisconsin, 


says Tax Commissioner Elmer Barlow in 
a letter to Governor Heil given wide pub- 
licity, have followed the leader and re- 
duced their budgets and tax levies for 
the new year. 


The leader, Mr. Barlow explains, is the 


Heil administration. Because of its em- 
phasis on the need for economy in gov- 
ernment, because of its admirable exam- 
ple in the statehouse, the state tax collec- 
tor advises his chief, local governments 
in Wisconsin have cut their expenses to a 
gratifying degree. 


Mr. Barlow's congratulatory letter is 


subject to some qualification, however, as 
local authorities will be justified in point- 
ing out in reply, for several reasons. 


First is the fact that municipal offi- 


cers in Wisconsin have generally in recent 
years been doing a pretty good job of cut- 
ting their expenses. Notable as has been 
their achievement in reducing their bond- 
ed indebtedness, in spite of increased re- 
lief and social security claims which the 
state government has shown little wil- 
lingness to alleviate. 


Second is the fact that state econom- 


ies have not been so substantial, or so 
obvious, as to make it probable that the 
local units have been shamed into emula- 
tion. Wisconsin is acutely aware that state 
taxes have gone up, and that the state 
government this year and next will cost 
more than ever before in history. The 
state has also learned that a part of the 
increased cost is being financed, by means 
not strictly honest, by taking highway 
funds which ordinarily would be sent, at 
least in part, to the localities. The state 
government increased certain state costs, 
and raised county and municipal expens- 
es, by such enactments as liberalizing old 
age pensions. 


Mr. Barlow's statement tells a story 


which we are all glad to hear, that local 
governments are retrenching. But his 
claim would gain more attention, and more 
respect, if some of the credit were grant- 
ed of local officials, or if the state econ- 
omy record had been more impressive. 


Under the circumstances, we are in- 


clined to concede at least half of the glory 
to the men who are in charge of the court- 
houses and city halls of Wisconsin. 


BORAH'S LAST SPEECH 


The break between Senator Borah and 


the White House was complete insofar 
as any recognition by the Idahoan of mer- 
it in the concentration of power policies 
of Mr. Roosevelt was concerned. 


Almost with his dying breath Mr. Bor- 


ah vigorously protested against the con- 
stant effort of the Administration to grab 
more, and still more, power. ' On the day 
before he was stricken Mr. Borah uncov- 
ered to a detailed public view the most 
recent effort to again enlarge the tremcn-. 
dous authority of the President. He made 
a target of the proposal of Secretary of 
the Navy Edison to confer peace time au- 
thority on the White House to take over 
factories, ships and other extensive prop- 
erties and dictate their method of oper- 
ation on a mere declaration of a state of 
emergency. 


Such a law, Mr. Borah said, was dear- 


ly unconstitutional. He described it "as a 
startling proposition that tends to show 
how far we have traveled, or are travel- 
ing, in the exercise of purely arbitrary 
powers." 


Warning his countrymen that such ef- 


fort was but another evidence that "faith 
in democracy is dying." Mr. Borah con- 
tinued: 


"It is living up to our own k-achjn-s 


and principles which really counts ?n 
this great struggle for tnc preservation 
of free institutions. Introducing bill' 
and passing laws which strike af the 
letter-and if not the kltcr, rpint of 
democratic principles—these are the 
things which undermine and break 
down faith in democracy. Measures 
introduced and urged which are in 
tnemseJves impeachments of the whole 
scheme of democracy do 
infinitely 


more harm than a thousand Reds chat- 
tering on the street corners." 
Dramatic as was this last address of 


one of our supremely great statesmen it 
was typic&l of the Senator's pronounce- 
ments against the lily-handed drive for 
still greater centralization of power jn 
our ruling aristocracy. 


OUR OWN CASUALTY LISTS 


The newspapers a few days ago car* 


ried a far too matter-of-fact release from 
the state motor vehicle division, an an- 
nouncement of a loss of human life which 
under other circumstances would have 
made top line position in every paper in 
the country. 


If Wisconsin had lost 700 lives, and 


other states a proportionate number, in 
war, it would have had the proportions of 
a national tragedy. 


Wisconsin last year did sacrifice almost 


TOO lives, but not in the sordid, miserably 
dramatic fashion of war. A total of 692 
lives were snuffed out last year on the 
modern highways of Wisconsin in com- 
mon-place automobile accidents. 


While we read regretfully, sympathet- 


ically of the military casualties stemming 
out of the clash of rival imperial and 
political designs 
of Europe's ferocious 


statesmanship, it is high time that we also 
turn more thought to the appalling loss of 
human life in our own bailiwick. It is al- 
most literally true today that the auto- 
mobiles of America take more lives each 
year than are lost in a major war. a 
vengeful compensation for one 
of 
the 


blessings of modern technological civiliza- 
tion. 


It drives home again the importance 


and the necessity for whole-hearted and 
earnest support of those civic-minded cit- 
izens in most localities who have organ- 
ized to combat the menace of quick death 
on the highways of our state and nation. 
It should encourage those localities which 
have not yet organized to do so without 
delay, for only through constant vigil- 
ance, ever-lasting education, and a sense 
of community responsibility can we hope 
to halt what is one of the most profound 
and distressing problems of our mechani- 
cal age. 


LET'S GET THIS STRAIGHT 


Not that any of us will be around at 


the time, but just for our mutual peace 
of mind we wish two of these long-dis- 
tance weather forecasters would clear up 
the point about what the weather is go- 
ing to be like in Appleton say about 10,000 
years from now. 


Last month a noted anthropologist con- 


nected with Beloit college came forth with 
a very pleasant prediction, that Wisconsin 
is headed for a climate that will match 
the wildest dream of the California Cham- 
ber of Commerce. Spring and summer 
the year around, no overcoats or furnaces; 
anti-freeze a thing of the past. 


He set the date as about 10,000 years 


hence. 


Then just this week an expert from 


the United States geological survey fore- 
cast that the northern United States is due 
for another ice age something like that 
one back about 50,000 years ago. He was 
fairly indefinite about the time, how- 
ever, merely said it was thousands of years 
off. 


The United States government pxpert 


got his information from examining mud 
from the bottom of the ocean. 
But the 


Beloit scientist seems to be going mainly 
on conjecture. 


"I think we are at the tail end of the 


last glacial period," he said. "Life from 
now on will be rather comfortable. 
In 


fact there is no reason why man should 
not continue to live here 20 million or 
more years in the future." 


We can't pretend as to judge between 


the qualifications of these two experts or 
the basis for their findings, but we are 
glad that the much-heckled men who con- 
fine themselves to predicting the weather 
for just the next 24 hours are at least a 
little bit more exact. 


"AMIABLE PINK FOG" 


Comrade Browder has abandoned the

This is one of the mean- 
est digs in the grueling struggle for per- 
sonal power among those whose fitness 
hardly qualified them beyond a job at 
raking leaves. 


We advise the convicted Comrade that 


much solace is to be found in the New 
Deal when properly understood. 
Menck- 


en's definition that the New Deal was 
merely an "amiable pink fog" might clear 
the way to better understanding. Then the 
doleful Comrade would realize that the 
New Deal moves in and out and round- 
about in obedience to gusts and eddies of 
air and that at the moment it just doesn't 
happen to enshroud Browder in its wet 
and sticky embrace.

Washington—Internal Revenue agents are cer- 


tainly going into Paul McNutt's income tax with 
a fine-tooth comb. They turned up at American 
Legion headquarters not long ago and got pho- 
tostats of the checks which McNutt had receiv- 
ed as Commander of the American Legion, in- 
cluding expenses and all other payments. 


The agents also turned up at the bank where 


McNutt keeps a safe deposit box, with a sub- 
poena for its contents. To open the box requir- 
ed two keys, one being with the cashier, the 
other being with McNutt, so the agents were 
frustrated. 


However, one of McNutt's political aides vol- 


unteered to get the other key, and it is under- 
stood that most of McNutt's personal papers now 
are in the hands of Internal Revenue agents. 


McNutt has said that he welcomes the inquiry 


and has no facts to conceal. He also has said that 
while Governor of Indiana he filed no income 
tax return since state salaries then were not 
taxable by the Federal Government. 


What federal agents seem to be interested in, 


however, is other income received by McNutt. 


Note — McXutt's income tax 
investigation 


started when the Treasury probed the income 
tax of his former secretary. Pleas Greenlee. 
Since then, the Treasury has been using some 
of the information obtained from Greenlee to 
probe the taxes of the entire McNutt machine. 
POLITICAL-GO-ROUND 


And still the presidential candidates come.

David E. Ward, 
young south Florida State Senator, is being ur- 
ged to run against U. S. Senator Charles An- 
drews, elderly Townsendite and Administration 
critic. 
BRITISH WAR PURCHASES 


There is far more significance behind Britain's 


curtailment of American tobacco, cotton and 
fruit purchases than meets the eye. In fact, this 
may be one of the most serious factors upset- 
ting American economy and in the end perhaps, 
tending to pull this country into the war. 


To get the complete picture, it is necessary to 


understand the British and French economic 
strategy. It is complicated, but important. 


1st, the Allies are now planning to buy 10,000 


new airplanes in the United States. This is in 
addition to planes already ordered. The new 
planes (as well as the old) will cost an average 
of $100.000 each, making a total airplane bill for 
new planes alone of one billion dollars. 


2nd. under the Neutrality Act. this bill must 


be paid in cash. And when the French and Brit- 
ish pay for other supplies already ordered in 
this country, one billion more dollars just about 
exhausts their ready cash. 


3rd, having no more ready cash, the Allies 


must curtail other purchases in the United 
States. Secretly this is a matter of vigorous de- 
bate between some of .the French and British 
purchasing agents in this country. The British, 
at first, wanted to save some of their money for 
cotton, oil, steel and other basic raw materials. 
The French favored putting everything into 
airplanes. In the end the French prevailed. Air- 
planes will be placed ahead of everything else. 


4th, this means (a) that the Allies not only 


will cut other expenditures to the bone, but (b) 
they will seek to secure cash in other markets. 
This fact explains why Cordell Hull's trade 
treaties havent the ghost of a chance of suc- 
ceeding while the war continues. 
ARGENTINE TRADE FAILURE 


Most people don't realize it, but the British 


were largely behind the failure of Hull's Ar- 
gentine treaty negotiations—that is, the British 
plus the war. 


Britain is Argentina's greatest customer. She 


buys Argentine wheat, and above all, meat, in 
such vast quantities that Argentina usually has 
a lush cash balance with which she can buy 
American radios, automobiles and office ma- 
chinery. Since the war, the British have clamp- 
ed down on this triangular trade. They demand 
that Argentina save her cash balances to buy 
British goods. 


In other words, Britain, forced to pay cash 


for American goods under the Neutrality Act, 
is not going to let one farthing of trade get to 
the United States if she can divert it to Britain. 


This also is true of France, and true of trade 


not merely with Argentina, but with every 
country with which the Allies trade. Faced 
with a gigantic war bill, they have adopted Hit- 
ler's system of hard-boiled, cut-throat barter, 
which means that trade treaties are valueless, 
and that American trade to neutrals is not going 
to blossom as in the last war. 
POOR U. S. FARMERS 


U. S. export trade, however, means almost 


nothing compared with sound economy at home. 
And this is where the British policy is likely 
to raise real havoc. 


The main burden of Roosevelt's New Deal 


policy has ben a more equitable distribution o£ 
wealth. Thus the AAA crop benefit payments 
were aimed to balance up the low income of the 
farmer. 


Now, however, the war. plus the British, plus 


the cash requirement of the Neutrality Act. are 
almost sure to get this balance further out ot 
line. Thousands of tobacco farmers earning, in 
some localities, an average of about $400 a 
year, now cannot sell their crops at all. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of cotton farmers, with in- 
comes not much greater, must also see exports 
curtailed to their biggest customer. The same 
with apples, perhaps later with other farm ex- 
ports. 


Meanwhile. British millions ordinarily spread 


out among thousands of farmers, will be con- 
centrated in a half dozen airplane factories. 
Air plane stocks already have zoomed. Air- 
plane dividends will be fat and juicy. But large 
blocs of the population, especially in the South, 
will feel the pinch. 


And if this economic pinch is severe enough, 


it may bring an overpowering demand that Con- 
gress scrap the cash-and-carry provisions of the 
Neutrality Act, and permit credits to the Allies. 
For it has been the unfailing experience of this 
country—and of every other, for that matter- 
that foreign policy is guided by the pocket-book.

Washington — Ohio Democratic 


leaders, by promising their dele- 
gates to President Roosevelt or to 


the man of his 
choice, - h a v e 
stepped into the 
forefront of a 
mpye 
which 


might easily 
give F.D.R. a 
grip on the con- 
vention such as 
has been held 
by no retiring 
President since 
the earlier Roo- 
sevelt. 


So tight was 


Theodore Roo- 
sevelt's 
hold 


that simply by retiring he was able 
to give the job to the man he chose, 
William Howard Taft. 


With a strong line of delegations 


pledged to him in the manner out- 
lined for the Ohio delegation, Pres- 
ident Roosevelt also could name his 
man by the simple act of retiring 
from the field. As an indication of 
the bandwagon drift that may start 
toward Roosevelt, Mayor Kelly of 
Chicago has said the 
President 


would get the big Illinois delegation. 


The question then arises as to 


what sort of man President Roose- 
velt might choose to carry on the 
'New Deal. Repeatedly F.D.R. has in- 
dicated that in many respects he 
was emulating T.R. Doubtless he 
has clearly in mind the bitter dis- 
appointment T.R. had when he dis- 
covered Taft was neither able nor 
disposed to complete the framework 
of the earlier Roosevelt's national 
policy. 


Who Would It Be? 


Except for 
Secretary of Com- 


merce Harry 
Hopkins. 
Franklin 


Roosevelt has no official friend so 
intimate as was Theodore Roosevelt 
with Taft. Hopkins' weakened phy- 
sique has virtually eliminated him 
as a candidate. Who else might be 
Roosevelt's choice, if he did not de- 
cide to continue on the job himself? 


Certainly he would choose a man 


who would do what T.R. thought 
Taft would do—vigorously 
carry 


out the program already laid out or 
envisioned. 


There is more than casual evi- 


dence that President Roosevelt has 
been looking out for a man with po- 
litical "oomph," plus a liking for 
the New Deal, plus enough iron in 
his spine to keep from wavering. 


Lately F.D.R. has given Secretary 


Hull a boost by plugging the Trade 
Agreements program, but the two 
lads who have had the sustained 
Administration build-up are Paul V. 
McNutt. former governor of Indi- 
ana, and Robert H. Jackson, cur- 
rently more in the spotlight than 
other Administration figures. 


McNutt proved in Indiana that he 


could get votes, could iron out op- 
posing political leaders, could belch 
fire on the rostrum and could keep 
in his grasp the many strings of a 
state government. 


Successful Solicitor 


But he isn't the New Dealer that 


Roosevelt is. In that field. Jackson 
outclasses McNutt. Jackson is the 
boy-hero of the New Deal crowd. 
They will tell you that he is Roose- 
velt's chosen. That is challenged in 
other quarters. 


How he will stack up in fields in 


which McNutt is most experienced 
is another question. 
An effort to 


push him into the New York gover- 
norship in 1938 was stopped dead— 
presumably by the interference of 
James A. Farley. Reputedly Farley 
thinks neither McNutt nor Jackson 
is presidential timber. 


So Jackson has not been tried as 


an elective executive. He has been 
tried out as a Federal official and 
has won his spurs.

winter, but Argentina is in the mid- 
dle of summer! January in Argen- 
tina is a summer month, and so is 
February. In lands south of the 
equator, like Argentina, the seasons 
are turned around. 


Last month a sea battle took place 


in waters off the coast of Argen- 
tina. You witt remember how the 
German pocket battleship (really an 
extra-heavy cruiser) was badly bat- 
tered by British cruisers, and ran 
to a neutral harbor. Later it was 
scuttled by its crew. 


The German seamen who were 


"interned" in Argentina are not to 
be pitied from the point of view of 
the country they must stay in. If 
they could move freely over the 
land, they would have many inter- 
esting sights to see. 


Argentina contains more than a 


million square miles of land. We 
may compare it in size to the part 
of Canada east of Lake Winnipeg. 
I* is larger than the part of the 
United States east of the Mississippi 
river. Argentina is the second larg- 
est country in South America. 


Among the great sea captains in 


the time of Columbus were John 
Cabot and his son Sebastian. Sail- 
ing under the English flag, they 
reached the coast of Canada, and 
gave England her first claim to a 
part of the New World. 


Sebastian Cabot later sailed un- 


der the ilag of Spain and visited 
Argentina, where he built a fort. 
That took place in the year 1526, 
and helped to give Spain a claim to 
the southern part of South Amer- 
ica. Thus the Cabots had a great 
deal to do with the history of both 
ends of the New World. 


Argentina is much longer from 


north to south than from east to 
west Some idea of how long it is 
may be gained by thinking of this 
fact: 


If the northern end of Argentina 


were placed so it touched the shore 
of Hudson bay, the southern end 
would extend to the Gulf of Mexico!

Washington—This is the story of

The clock for the moment is the 


electric light and power industry, i 
but if what congress has authorized 
is really constitutional then all the' 
other clocks composing the Ameri- 
can economic system can be taken j 
apart any time a whimsical ma- 
jority m congress says the word. 


If the combining of two or more 


persons to possess an ownership in 
an electric light and power holding 
company is not legal, then congress 
has the constitutional power to say 
whether two or more farmers can 
get together and own more than one 
farm in a given county or in coun- 
ties not adjacent and whether, in- 
deed, any kind of joint ownership 
of property in America that is not 
geographically integrated 
in one 


spot selected by a bureaucratic com- 
mission is permissible. 


The present adventure in tinker- 


ing with a $12,000,000.000 industry 
means that for the next few years 
there is bound to be stagnation if 
not deflation while the whole power 
industry is plunged into chaos, thus 
interfering with expansion and re- 
employment 


Responsibility for this piece of 


radicalism, though it more closely 
resembles fascism than any other 
ism, can be placed solely on the 
shoulders of a rubber stamp con- 
gress which in 1934 was whipped 
into subservience by a specious cry 
of "supporting the president." The 
house of representatives twice re- 
jected the "death sentence" 
for 


holding companies and then the sen- 
ate passed the provision by the nar- 
row margin of one vote. 
The bill 


that was finally adopted after con- 
ference between both houses was a 
compromise so ambiguously worded 
that it gives discretionary power to 
a commission of five without pre- 
scribing any standards. 


Different Cases 


Many persons have been misled 


into thinking that the proposed dis- 
solution of holding companies is 
just like the disintegration of the 
tobacco and oil trusts ordered sev- 
eral years ago by the congress and 
the supreme court But the differ- 
ence is that the tobacco and oil 
companies acquired then- properties 
in what was regarded as an illegal 
manner after the Sherman Anti- 
Trust law had been passed forbid- 
ding such combinations. 


All the utility holding company 


properties were lawfully acquired 
and approved under state govern- 
mental authority before the new 
federal law was passed. 
In other 


words, an American investor, who 
put his savings in a piece of prop- 
erty whose management complied 
with the letter and spirit of the 
state and federal laws then existing, 
must now subject his holdings to 
the hazards of a dissolution by the 
federal government, the threat of 
which has already forced market 
prices downward and produced in- 
calculable losses to honest investors 
end honestly financed companies. 


The proposed application of the 


"death sentence" was never intend- 
ed by public opinion to affect any 
but the intermediate holding com- 
panies. With the removal of the As- 
sociated Gas and Electric company 
structure from the scene by means 
of the recently initiated bankruptcy 
proceedings, the only important 
case of pyramided holding com- 
panies has really been eliminated. 
. _ What the country faces now is an 
interference with the managements 
of hundreds of well-administered 
operating companies. While the Se- 
curities and Exchange commission 
officials insist that investors will be 
protected, this sort of assurance 
from New Dealers has proved mean- 
ingless in connection with the hand- 
ling of the TVA purchase where 
money paid for common stock was 
wiped out by government confisca- 
tion so that reliance concerning 
protection of investments 
cannot 


be placed on what is promised now 
by New Deal agencies. 


Permits Favoritism 


The present ambiguously voided 


law permits the SEC to favor one 
holding company against another 
because the discretionary power is 
so broad. What congress ought to do 
is to legislate an exact method of 
integrating holding company sys- 
tems, prescribing the right forrr.uls. 
The utility companies, however, arc 
virtually stopped from asking con- 
gress to clear up tnc mvss because 
in the public utility holding com- 
pany law is a provision which nulli- 
fies the constitutional right of pe- 
tition.

He Had No Fear of the Future

New York—An old colored man died recently in a little Negro village 


in South Carolina where I once visited his church and heard him preach. 
Mose Jenkins was about 90. He never had learned to read, and. anyway, 
in his later years he was almost blind. Nevertheless, he would open his 
Bible at random, blink his filmy eyes at thc print, shoot his cuffs and 
preach. He preached with serene faith that when he 
.should die. almost any day now. he would rest in the 
arms of the blessed Lord Jesus Christ. He was almost 
literally a serf, because the little village in which he 
and his Hock lived, thc land on which they worked 
and thc rickety little church house all were in the 
vast property of an individual owner who looked af- 
ter their health, saw that they were fed and paid 
them a dollar a day whenever they cared to work. 
They went with the land in a manner of speaking. 
Thc owner or baron, as you might call him—could not 
deliver them over to his heirs or to a purchaser, but 
if the property should change hands in any way short 
of bankruptcy—which seemed most unlikely—there 
would be a writing which would guarantee that the 
colored people should not be set down beside the 
main road with their bundles but should be permit-
